The eyes of the whole country are 


upon the Hoosier state just now, whieh 
fact renders the following compilation 
of news from that region peculiarly in- 
teresting. The Indianapolis correspon- 
dent of the Chicago Timet says, in 
summing up the situation: 


The vote this year in Indiana will be 


larger than it ever was before. 
It will 


probably approximate 480,000. Porter 
will receive many thousand votes more 
than Ben Harrison did in 1876, and 
Landers will forge ahead of Williams. 
It will be a surprise if either one is 
elected by a majority greater than four 
thousand five hundred or five thousand, 
about one per cent, of the total vote of 
the state. If the Greenbackers stand 
firm, as it now seems they may, the re- 
sult will be amazingly close, and no 
man or set of men can tell what the re- 
sult will be until the figures are all in 
and added up. The Democrats guessed 
the Greenbackers right two and four 
years ago, but this campaign they have 
made two or three unfortunate dickers 
with them. The last one is turning 
out worse than any of the others, and, 
as the Times correspondent predicted 
would be the case, the effect of the 
Yeagley-Jarvis seH-ont has been dama- 
ging to the Democrats. They see now 
that they made a bad mistake, and are 
doing their best to rectify the error, 
but as yet without avail. The rag-tag 
and bob-tail voters who compose this 
fiat party are highly incensed at the con- 
duct of Yeagley, and letters are pouring 
in upon the chairman of the national 
state committee by the hundreds, de- 
nouncing him in extravagant and high- 
ly-colored phraseology oi language as 
" Judas," " a trritor," " a Benedict Ar- 
nold," " a man beneath contempt," " a 
political cheat," and the like. In abus- 
ing Yeagley and his confrere for "selling 
out," as they term it, the writers, as a 
rule, hold up to unsparing execration 
the men who are buying, and put both 
on the same plane. This is where it 
hurts the Democratic party. The Times 
correspondent called at the national 
headquarters to-day, and from Acting 
Chairman Brouse learned that Yeagley's 
place on the state ticket had been filled 
by the nomination of Francis T. War- 
ing, 
of Bluffton, all the members of 


the state central committee having sig- 
nified their choice by telegraph. 


"Is there much feeling over this 


matter among your people? " asked the 
correspondent. 


" I should say there was feeling—a 


feeling of deep and bitter indignation." 


" They are convinced that it was 9' 


clear sell-out, I suppose? " 


" Yes, and we have the dead-wood on 


the parties, too. The Democrats did 
not care BO much for Yeagley as they 
did for his paper, the Sun. Yeagley 
denies that he ever tried to sell out 
himself or his paper to the Democrats, 
but in that he simply tells an untruth, 
for he came to Mr. Speers, the editor 
and one-sixth owner of the Sun, and told 
him in so many words that they could 
make big money by changing the policy 
of the paper and coming oat in support 
of Landers for governor. Speers de- 
clined to enter into the scheme, where- 
upon Yeagley became urgent, and in 
the course of the conversation said if 
the thing eould be done he (Yeagley) 
could get the money before the bank 
closed that day. This was less than a 
week ago. Yeagley then tried to in- 
duce Speer to sell out his sixth interest, 
and said he could have his own price, 
at the same time begging him to get 
out of the way. This proposition was 
refused, and the rest you know as well 
as I. 
And now, in the face of this, 


for Yeagley to come out and deny hav- 
ing an understanding with the Democ- 
racy requires unlimited gall. This busi- 
ness has done more to arouse the Nation- 
als than anything that has yet happened, 
and is going to hurt the Democratic 
party more than they can immagine." 


It will be seen that a very critical 


point baa been reached in the National 
Greenback canvass, and, unless appear- 
ances are deceptive, a feeling is aettling 
in against the Democracy. They have 
two weeks in which to counteract this 
influence, and it will be their business 
to do it. If they succeed in nullifying 
the furious fiatists before the 12th of 
October the problem will have resolved 
itself down to a single question of ar- 
ithmetic, and whichever party puts the 
most money where it will do the most 
good must of necessity carry the day. 


C. C. Post, chairman of the State 


committee, is out with a proclamation 
to-day in regard to the Yeagley busi- 
ness, which contains the following para- 
graph : 


While all true men will regret the 


action of Mr. Yeagley, they will, when 
they remember that the market for such 
men was never so good as now, be sur- 
prised that there are not more, rather 
than less, of such betrayals. That Mr. 
Yeagley intended and expected to dis- 
organin and, as fir as possible, destroy 
the greenback party by transferring one 
of the great organs of the party, with 
his own allegiance, to the Democrats, 
there is not a doubt; but in chis he 
was foiled, and he goes to the Demo- 
cratic party with the execrations of all 
true men of all parties and the con- 
sciousness that he has failed of his in- 
tended purpose to hand our organiza- 
tion in Indiana over to Landers and to 
Hancock and English. Let his name 
go down to posterity side by side with 
the names of those .others who, a few 
years since, sought, for a priee, to 
transfer oar patty to .the other wing of 
the money power; and let us prove our 
contempt alike of »U parties to these 
nefarious schemes by increasing our ef- 
forts to poll an ownrhelming vo^e for 
our local, State, and national tickets in 
October and November. Let not your dis- 
trust extend to others of your state nom-1 


inees. The offers with which your can- 
didate for governor was approached have 
been spurned with the contempt which 
they deserved, and in him you have a 
leader worthy to receive your heartiest 
support and conSdence. 


The Indianopolis Sun, the organ of 


the Greenback party in the State, pub- 
lished yesterday an editorial over the sig- 
nature of its editor, J. K. Speers, from 
whieh we make some extracts. 
After 


reviewing the conducfcof the Democratic 
party in the South, of which section of 
the country he is a native, he turns his 
attention to the condition of things in 
Indiana, charging that, "We find them 
resorting to the most infamous and dia- 
bolical schemes to carry the State over 
to the control of the men whose disloy- 
alty was only equaled during the war by 
their energy in opposing the great mor- 
al element that was striving to uphold 
and defend the liberties for which our 
fathers fought. 
Recently they have 


been plotting and lying in the most 
reckless manner to carry Indiana for 
Mr. Landers. 
They have willfully 


sought to mislead our voters on every 
vital issue now before tbe people. They 
are telling the Nationals that they in- 
tend to repeal the National Banking 
laws, to pay of the national debt, when 
they as a party are pledged to refund 
the public debt into fifty-year 3£ per 
cent bonds, as proposed by Fernando 
Wood in his Refunding bill. They have 
deceived a few simple and unthinking 
Nationals by this serpent-like wisdom, 
and now they claim that they are going 
to be supported by those greenbackers. 
They plotted to withdraw Byfield with- 
out asking the Nationals of the Seventh 
District to vote for Mr. Landers, and 
were preparing to [go with a He in their 
mouths to the Nationals in other coun- 
ties, telling them that we of this dis- 
trict wished the Nationals throughout 
the State to vote for Mr. Landers. They 
even discovered the hellish trick and 
blocked the game, [though at the risk 
of being crushed by the conspirators. 
They intended to Jhave suppressed us, 
to have stolen our vote throughout the 
State, but the crimes of the wicked 
are always made known to the right- 
eous." 


Having thus painted them as a party, 


he turns his guns squarely upon their 
nominees, both State and Congression- 
al, and proceeds to administer a dose 
which will not be very pleasant to take 
at this stage of the campaign. Of the 
Congressional nominees Mr, Speer says: 
"We know whereof we write, when we 
charge on the Democratic leaders un- 
gentlemanly, cowardly, and 
willfully 


mean conduct in their efforts to steal 
the National vote in Indiana. They 
may have captured a National picket 
here- and there, but they have lost ten 
honest Democratic voters for every one 
they have drawn into their pit of polit- 
ical perdition. Through lying, in the 
Seventh District, they are seeking to 
defeat a National whom they once sup- 
ported. In the Ninth, they are bowing 
at our feet and begging us to vote for a 
Democrat who never made but one 
greenback speech in Congress, and that 
was written by a National. In the 
Second they are running a man by the 
name of Carlisle for Congress, who has 
not the manhood to treat a fellow-Con- 
gressman with becoming courtesy, es- 
pecially if he is a National." 


Of the State ticket and the idea of 


fusion he is still more bitter : "And 
on their State ticket they have for their 
candidate for Governor a man who once 
accepted the nomination of the Nation- 
als for Governor and then declined to 
make the race and became a candidate 
for Congress against our nominee. An- 
other man is a candidat* on their ticket 
who onee pretended to be a Greenbaok- 
er, but of late has known nothing too 
mean to charge against the Greenbaok- 
ers ; and yet he asks our votes to make 
him Secretary of Sfate. This is the 
party that wants to fuse with us. When 
heaven and hell form a copartnership, 
then may we consider the Democratic 
proposition to fuse. 
Fuse with Ben 


Hill and John Kelly ? As well ask us 
to fuse our morals with the sins of the 
damned. Fuse with Mr. Landers, who 
once betrayed us ? Fuse with W. H. 
English, the bondocrat of the West?" 


These extracts, taken from-a long ar- 


ticle of more than two columns, indi- 
cate the bitterness of the National lead- 
ers toward the party which seeks to use 
them for the election of Landers. The 
article was read and approved before 
->ublioation by all the members of the 
Jtatc ticket and State Central Commit- 
tee, and fairly reflects the sentiments 
of the mass of the party. The Democ- 
racy now recognize their mistake in at- 
tempting to steal a party that they 
might the better steal a State. 


As an episode of the campaign we 


copy the following extract from a Fort 
Wayne special to the Times, giving an 
account of a great Democratic demon- 
stration in that city : 


The delegation from Williamsport, in 


this county, signalized themselves by 
carrying a rebel flag as tuey marched 
into town. The horrified Democratic 
Central Committee 
immediately took 


steps to order the removal of the obnox- 
ous symbol from the ranks, and it was 
done with considerable grumbling. This 
episode has caused intense excitement in 
Republican circles here. 


ISBERSOLL ON THE CANDIDATES. 


In a speech Wednesday night to a 


very large multitude of people, at La- 
fayette, Ind., Col. Ingersoll contrasted 
the merits of the Presidential candi- 
dates in the following words: 


Now as to the choice of meu. Han- 


cock's was wrong, according to the doc- 
trine of State sovereignty. If the De- 
mocracy of to-day is right, Hancock 
should have fought on the other side. 
I'll admit, though I don't know, that 
Hancock is clever, but I will not admit 
that he is a statesman. 
He has no 


training [but that of a soldier. If he 
fought for doctrines that he did not be- 
lieve in, he was a murderer. 
Hancock 


chose the profession of a soldier in a 
time of profound peace. The man who, 
in time of peace, prefers to devote him- 
self to peace, and when war comes 
buckles on his sword in defense of his 
country, is at least as good. What does 
Hancock represent? Nobody knows. 
Finance? 
No. 
According to the 


Democratic platform he is for hard 
money. Why did he congratulate Plais- 
ted ? Because he has no convictions, 
and don't care who beats the Republi- 
cans. Has he principles of free trade? 
I don't know. Of the tariff? 
He 


don't know. As a party is so is the 
President which it will control. Who 
will elect Hancock ? The solid South. 
If tbe South was right, put it in power; 
if wrong, keep it out until it acknowl- 
edges it was wrong. Whenever Repub- 
licanism is no crime in the South, I'll 
shake bauds. A tariff, for what ? The 
rebels are opposed to American indus- 
tries being protected by duty. Every 
working man, mechanic, poor man, and 
those who believe in this being a na- 
tion, and in money good as gold,_ should 
vote the Republican ticket. Did Han- 
cock like the rebels in 1861, 1862, 
1863 and 1864 ? No. In 1865 ? I 
don't know. Did the rebels like Hancock 
during the war ? No. Do they now ? 
Yes. Who has changed ? I am not 
willing to trust the man who has 
accepted the nomination of the solid 
South. 


Now, 
as for General Garfield, I know 


him, and have for years. 
He has got 


more sense and brain that any man 
nominated by either party since I was 
born. He took as much honor from 
Chickamauga as any man can carry. 
He is a tried statesman. *He has an 
idea of the future greatness of the 
United States. 
Some people ask me : 


How can you vote for Garfield who is a 
Christian ? For two reasons. 
I am 


not a bigot. 
Garfield is not a bigot. 


He believes in intellectual liberty, and 
allows me to settle for my sins with my 
God, and not with him. I respect him 
and his rights. These questions of re- 
ligion should never be bronght into 
politics, I'll vote for the man who be- 
lieves in liberty. I'm for Garfield. He 
is a good, broad, liberal, self-educated, 
self made man. He was a poor, ragged 
boy, and his nomination is a certificate 
in favor of our form of government. 
Every foreigner should vote for the 
Republican ticket. 
We kept this 


country open and preserved it for the 
poor people of the world. He is yet a 
poor man, He was a good soldier. He 
is in favor of paying the debt. 
On all 


great questions he is right. If all In- 
diana knew him as I do, there would 
not be 1,000 votes against him. We 
want a statesman. A Jman may be a 
great General but a poor President, 
Let us have men who have made poli- 
tics a study. Garfield is an hone st 
man. 
Take your choice, the Democrat 


and rebel party or the Republican ; a 
confederacy or a nation ; money, gold 
and silver, or raga : a soldier or a sol- 
dier and statesman.

THE DIFFERENCE. 


The treasury department has issued 


a statement which shows how the credit 
of the government stood during the 
closing year of James Buchanan's ad- 
ministration. 
This statement shows 


that under act of December 17, I860, 
treasury notes were issued, redeemable 
at the expiration of one year from date, 
as follows: $70,200 at 6 per cent., 
$5,000 at 7 per cent., $24,500 at 8 per 
cent., $33,000 at 8£ per cent., $10,000 
at 8| per cent, $65,000 at 9 per cent., 
$10,000 at 9i per cent., $160,000 at 9£ 
per cent., $77,000 at 9J per cent., 
$1,027,500 at 10 per cent., $226,000 at 
10i per cent., $623,900 at 10£ per cent., 
$1,367,000 at lOf per cent., $1,432,- 
700 at 11 per cent,, $4,840,000 at 12 
per cent., making a total of $10,010,- 
900. 
Additional offers were received, 


ranging from 15 to 36 per cent., which 
were refused. Under the act of Feb- 
ruary 8, 1861, authorizing a loan of 
$25,000,000, 
bonds of 
the United 


States, hearing 6 per cent, interest, hav- 
ing twenty years to run, were disposed 
of to the amount of $18,415,000, at an 
aggregate discomnt of $2,019,776.10, or 
an average of $89.10 per one hundred 
dollars. 
Now mark 
the 
difference. 


Under Republican rule the credit of the 
government has risen to a point where 
the government can borrow all the 
money it desires at 4 per cent., and its 
bonds of all classes and grades com- 
mand a premium in the commercial 
markets of the world. Is there any- 
thing in all this which should lead sen- 
sible men to desire a change from Re- 
publican to Democratic rule ? When 
the Democratio party surrendered the 
government in 1861, it was bankrupt. 
The Republican party has carried on a 
costly war for the maintenance of the 
Union, and at the same time restored 
the credit of the government and made 
it equal, if not superior, to that of any 
nation on the face of the globe.
